PLACE DEAD AT 5,000 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 7.—Five thousand are believed to have 


been killed, in the explosion in Halifax Harbor and the fire 
which swept North Halifax and Dartmouth, N. B., according to 
advices from a naval commander, reaching the Navy Depart- 
ment early today. The Navy dispatch says these figures have 
not been verified, however. The report which came from a 
naval commander, who witnessed the explosion from a point 52 
miles off Halifax, and later proceeded to the harbor to render 
aid said that all of North Halifax was destroyed, three ships 
sunk and many others damaged. 


HALIFAX, X. S., Dee. 7—Fires are still burning; in the sec- 


tions of Halifax, which were devastated by yesterday's dis- 
astrous munitions ship explosion. A heavy snow storm set 
in this morning, seriously impeding the work of rescuing the 
injured, nnd recovering the bodies of the dead. 


The snowfall, however, eonies as> an aid to the firemen in 


qiu'iicliinif tlic flames in the ruins. 


Special trains, briiiuin;; doctors, nurses, and medical sup- 


plies arrived here today. Other special trains have been sent 
with injured persons to Windsor, and other places where 
there'are large hospitals.

and defers shattered. Business is suspended and will be for 
days.

On the Italian front the Austro.Cer-

In the Asiago plateau region 
battles of almost unexpected violence 
are taking place, the Teutonic allies 
using a great array of guns and count- 
less thousands of men. On the Mel- 
etta sector 
the enemy made some 


slight advances, but only through the 
sacrifice of large numbers of men, the 
Italians resisting determinedly, foot 
by foot. To the east an enemy at- 
tempt to carry the Italian line in the 
upper Brenta valley met with repulse 
and heavy casualties.
